He went 
on to say that Bill Clinton has 
shown that he is concerned with 
the urban community, "... Bill 
Clinton stated before he was nomi- 
nated that he would endorse the US 
Conference of Mayor's 7 point plan 
to put America back to work." The 
plan includes targeted fiscal assis- 
tance for cities in need, a commu- 
nity development block grant, and 
a job training partnership act. 

"He is dedicated to putting 
America back to work. We've 
Clearly seen what nightmarish cut- 
backs the present government has 
made ... I support the nomination 
of Bill Clinton." 

But not everyone seems as sup- 
Portive. "A lot of what they are 
saying sounds good, but will they 
actually do it?" said Adolph W. 
Yancy, college student and grand- 
son of William R. Tolbert, past 
president of Liberia in Africa. He 
showed an uncertainty in trusting 
American politicians. "The media 
has too much control; it picks the 
president for us. Whatever image 
the media portrays that is the one

Many young people who should 
be feeling the empowerment that 
comes from voting, are instead 
fecling apathetic with the entire 
democratic process.

As we are celebrat- 
ing some of our victories from the 
"88 campaign that Jackson created 
for us, such as Ron Brown as the 
Chairman of the party, we must 
come back to the realization that 
the Democratic party has moved to 
a ‘conservative agenda.’

Health insur- 
ance is something everyone needs, 
That should be the government's 
first priority if this is a government 
‘by the people, for the people.” 

Ms. Richardson went on to say 
that Clinton and Gore are the 
“better of two evils," she 
"He sounds good, but a lot of 
things sound good -- it's really up 
to us. We just cannot sit back and 
complain. Now is the time to stand 
united and make this campaign 
work for us." 

If these current sentiments con- 
tinue to upscale, the Democrats are 
in for a rough ride to the White 
House. The message that is appar- 
ently being sent to Clinton, Gore 
and the Democratic party by the 
African American community is 
loud and clear: “You may be ignor- 
ing us, but we are not going no 
where until you hear us and deal 
with our issues!"

for smoking rather than inhaling. 
Crack’ s low price and reputation as 
a quick aphrodisiac have made it 
particularly appealing. Estimates 
indicate that as many as 30 million 
Americans have tried cocaine in 
some form, and S million use the 
drug for recreation. 

Approximately 1 million 
people are addicted to cocaine, and 
the drug’s long-term effects are 
far-reaching, particularly withnew- 
borns. Pregnant women who use 
cocaine often give birth to babies 
with low birth weights, who also 
have physical, neurological, and 
behavioral disorders. 

“Health care workers are very 
concerned with caring for newborn 
babies who are addicted to crack, 
but the problem does not end with 
the birth. It begins there,” said Dr. 
Gomez-Rivera. “The evidence 
shows that these children are expe- 
riencing medical and behavioral 
problems as they get older. We 
need to be aware of these problems 
and have a plan in place to offer 
assistance to these children.” 

Following the introduction, 
Jeremias T. Dubyk, M.D., director 
of the obstetrics and gynecology 
department at Saint James, spoke 
on ways physicians can recognize 
cocaine abuse in pregnant women 
and how to use the information to 
provide care for both the woman 
and the infant, 

Shyan Sun, M.D., a neonatolo- 
gist -on staff at the ‘hospital; dis- 
cussed ways to treat newborns ad- 
dicted to crack and the long-term 
effects the substance has on the 
body.

“These children are aggressive, 
hyperactive, have trouble congen- 
trating, and may also exhibit or- 
ganic changes in their brain wave 
activity,” noted Dr. Gomez-Rivera. 
“The problem is compounded be- 
cause many of these children donot 
have stable home environmentsand 
are moved from one foster home to 
the next.” 

Dr. Gomez-Rivera said health 
care workers need to address the 


issue of crack addiction in children, 
first by becoming educated in ways 
to diagnose and treat women and 
infants addicted to cocaine, and then 
by providing the follow-up treat- 
ment that is necessary. 

“Crack addiction is already a
